In these days 
crisis and tension, however, we 
eannot tolerate deliberate and dis- 
honest efforts to confuse the pub- 
lic. These are the most critical 
times in our history. Everything 
we treasure is at stake. 

“It is the solemn duty of all pa- 
triotic citizens to fight the enemy 
within our gates who hide under 
many cloaks, the most insidious of 
which is a false patriotism. Any 
man who seeks to undermine faith 
in our government by a malicious 
misuse of isolated facts is a great- 
er danger to our national safety 
than thousands of Axis soldiers 
within our borders. Hitler and 
the Japs know that better than 
anyone else. We Americans must 
face the implications of this ugly 
truth. : 

“I trust that Mr. Dies and others

With the expenditures for war mounting to 
figures so astronomical no normal human can 
begin to comprehend their actual meaning, it 
may seem, to some officials of the government, 
not worth the effort involved to attempt to 
save a few thousand dollars here or a million 
pr so, perhaps, there. 

Nevertheless, it must always be remembered 
that necessary prodigality in one direction is 
never excuse for unnecessary extravagance in 
another. With a national debt mounting fast 
above a hundred billions, with war expendi- 
tures authorized, or pending, to total 160 bil- 
lions, it behooves every government official to 
practice every possible economy wherever such 
economy will not directly hamper the war 
effort. 

The people of the nation are saving dimes 
to buy War Stamps—it ill behooves their offi- 
cials to throw away dimes or dollars unneces- 
garily. 

Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, recently 
inserted some figures in the Congressional 
Record, showing that the various agencies of 
the federal government spent $147,986,385 on 
travel in 1941. Broken down by bureaus, some 
of the heavier travel expenditures are revealed 
as follows: 

Selective Service System.........$2,200,000 
Civilian Conservation Corps......11,800,000 
National Youth Administration... 2,500,000 
Works Projects Administration... 3,300,000 
Farm Security Administration.... 6,600,000 
Comptroller of the Currency...... 3,400,000 
Postmaster General 2nd Asst.... 3,300,000 

There is no question but what these agen- 
cies are performing many valuable and essen- 
tial services. Services essential to the war 
effort. Yet it does seem as though several 
millions could be lopped off the federal travel 
_ bill by the exercise of a little judicious economy. 

Why should every government official have 
to travel in a lower berth every time he gets 
on a train? Wartime economy suggests that 
many would do their work just as well if they 
traveled by day coach or slept in an upper. 
And it is quite possible there are many trips 
taken by officialdom which would never be 
missed if they were eliminated entirely.

It is a way in which every housewife can 
help in the war program. By avoiding the 
purchase of canned fruits and vegetables when- 
ever possible, and buying fresh goods instead, 
she will make a direct contribution to the 
cause.

Primarily the 
corporation seeks to make the republic a prime 
source of rubber, foodstuffs, spices and hemp.

National War Assets 

President Roosevelt and Paul V. McNutt, 
social security administrator, both have voiced 
disapproval of th bill, now before the Senate 
Labor Committee, to abolish both the National 
Youth Administration and the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps. Both state that the two organ- 
izations are not only valuable in war time, but 
are performing work that is absolutely essential 
in the war program. 

President Roosevelt, in a letter to the senate 
committee, points out that the 1943 program of 
the NYA for the training of 600,000 youth for 
war industries and other essential work is a 
necessary contribution to the nation’s expand- 
ing labor requirement. He also asserts that the 
CCC is needed for work on Army reservations 
and that all projects of the corps are now 
limited to those essential to the war effort. He 
reminded further that by far the greater 
number of CCC enrollees are below the age for 
military service and that the work they do 
would, in many cases, have to be performed by 
soldiers. They thus release the troops for more 
active duty and at the same time acquire 
training themselves which will be valuable 
when they reach the proper age and are them- 
selves inducted into military service. 

Granting that the statements of both the 
President and Administrator McNutt are accu- 
rate, there can be no question but that both 
the NYA and the CCC are important com- 
ponents in the war effort. As such they should 
neither be abandoned nor handicapped.

WASHINGTON PARADE

GOOD REASONS FOR DELAY WASHINGTON, March 


9..There is a good rea- 
son for the Navy’s long delay in announcing the successful raids 
the fleet conducted on the Marshal, Wake and Marcus islands. 
Several of them, in fact. 

It was not to withhold the good news from the public as an 
offset to some bad news that might be coming 
along later, as hasty administration critics have 
claimed. ‘The Navy and the administration 
were as anxious to give the information out as 
the public was eager to receive it. But it was 
no more the thing to do than to give the full 
facts about the damage at Pearl Harbor im- 
madiately after December 7—a revelation that 
would have been highly valuable to the Japa- 
nese. 

Here is why, as related by high naval offi- 
cials: All wireless messages sent by our ships 
at sea are, of course, intercepted by the enemy, 
just as we intercept theirs. The messages are 
unintelligible, since they are sent in code. But 
if we sent out a coded message and later re- 
leased the contents the Japs would be able to 
break down the code for future reference. We 
would have to change the code after each piece 
of wireless information released on fleet activi- 

ties. Thus, our ships wait until they reach port before reporting 
on their missions, except as regards confidential messages not to 


be released to the public. 
RADIO TRIANGULATION Another equally important rea- 
son has to do with radio tri- 
angulation. It is possible, of cours®, to tell the precise location of 
a ship at sea through triangulation. You pick up the beam of a 
wireless message from two different points and extend the direc- 
tional lines until they meet. That is the point from which the 
message was sent—the location of the ship. 

If we sent out any sort of wireless message after a sea engage- 
ment we would put the Japs on notice as to the location of our 
ships. In a hit-and-run affair, such as the raids on the three 
Pacific islands recently, we would be giving the Japs valuable 
information by sending out messages afterward. To send them in 
advance would tip them off to our presence. 

Naval strategy obviously calls for the ships remaining com- 
pletely silent after a raid of the kind. Not until after they have 
reached a base, refueled and undeygone any repairs that may be 
necessary, is it advisable to make any announcement of the fleet's 
movements. By that time the ships may be on the prowl again 
and the information is worthless to the enemy. 

When submarines take part in the operations, the delay in 
announcing what was accomplished is even greater. All for the 
reason that time must be given for the submarines to return to 
their base, and they are much slower than surface units. 


WHEN IN PORT If the information were announced as soon 


as the vessels reached port, the Japs would 
be able to tell approximately how long they could be expected to 
remain out of action for refueling and reconditioning purposes, 
The important thing, though, would be the knowledge of where the 
flect units were. Hence we wait until all of this is over before 
making any revelation whatever. 

In the latest announced raids against Wake and Marcus islands 
the Navy Department here had received the information—a full 
report—at least 11 days before a communique was issued on the 
destruction our forces wrought on the Japanese. It was a full 
month after the raid before the public was told about it. 

The same was approximately true of the sensational raid we 
made on the Marshal group of islands earlier in the year. ‘There 
we swooped down on the unsuspecting Japs, sank a dozen or more 
of their ships, destroyed scores of planes, and generally mussed up 
the works for them. It was one of the best pieces of news of the 
war for us. But the Navy Department had to withhold the in- 
formation until it was safe to give it out. 

In the latter case our ships probably proceeded on to Australia 
before a communique was issued telling what had been done.

for the soul of man: AlUi cities 
can use an amphitheater.

Not many persons will be comfortable on those chairs purchased 
by the county commission for the Fulton Park 
summer theater. : 

They have, I understand, rubber ‘eet on 
them and they are of metal construction. 

Even if they sell cushions for them the 
chairs still will not be comfortable. 

It will be difficult to enjoy.a Gilbert and 
Sullivan opera while the chair keeps talking. 
All these chairs have voices. 

Each chair will speak from its metal heart. 
One can say: 

“A baby needed milk and food. It was not 
much of a baby. It was on a dirty mattress. 
Its mother was not much either. She wasn’t 
registered to vote. She was not very smart. 
She had little or no education. She was sick 
and not very moral, maybe. So, they bought 
me. I am sleek and neat. I have rubber feet. 
The baby sickened and died. It was just as 
well. I will last much longer than the baby.” 

And another could say: 

“They turned down a father for me. He came to the welfare 
department and said that he was broke and that all the jobs called 
for skill and that all the training schools were filled and that one 
had to eat while one waited and while one got training. He wasn’t 
much. He was on his uppers. He smelled bad. He hadn’t washed 
in a long time. He lived in a single room with his wife and four 
hungry kids. There were prostitutes in other rooms in .the house.

Or, we could provide the money and an intelligent program 
which would not wait until all hope is gone before help is provided. 
As it is now we wait until they are at the bottom and chances for 
rehabilitation gone. And most vevefyone curses them in private 
and wonders why they can’t just let them die off. 

The Family Welfare Society can show dozens of rehabilitated 
cases where aid was given in time. And not too late. 

But, of course, they are just those trained social workers and 
maybe some of them are damned Yankees telling us what to do. 
We will pay no attention to such upstarts,

He told the doctor good-bye and stepped into the outer office. 
A .44 roared, and all light was blacked out forever. 

Did you read the recent article in the Saturday Evening Post 
about the young man at Yale? He, also, lost his sight. 

He took it hard. Proud young athletes, independent by nature, 
cannot easily reconcile themselves to helplessness. He sat at home 
and grieved, and his weight dropped 60 pounds. 

Then he snapped out of it; learned Braille; found comradeship 
and virtual independence with a Seeing Eye dog: made himself 
useful at Yale, and almost reconciled himself to life in darkness. 

His reward came in 1941. His vision returned, and the world 
is more entrancingly beautiful because of the years when it was 
invisible. 

When despairing man loses faith and anticipates his destiny, he 
may find escape from suffering; but he cannot know what might 
have been, and he may be sacrificing years of happiness. 

Blind optimism is always foolish, but while life remains there 
is hope for those who have courage.

Breaking that down into days, we 
were getting about one-fourth of 
the day’s calories in the form of 
sugar. At that rate, the protect- 
ive foods are crowded out of the 
menu. | 

Sugar only creates an appetite 
for more sugar, and it is high 
time we began to taper off. To 
make it easier for yourself, begin 
by taking one-half as much sugar 
as usual for coffee, fruits and ce- 
real, then eut that amount 
half. 

You like what you are accus 
tomed to eating and you may get 
£6 you appreciate the natural fla- 
vor of foods—and complain that 
too much sugar kills it. A few 
years back, a yachting party had 
to eat rancid butter for quite a 
spell. When they finally sat down 
again to fresh butter, they all 
complained that it was tasteless! 

A change in food habits which 
the nutritionists have been trying 
for years to put over should be 
made easier by the sugar ration- 
ing. Now that you cannot buy el) 
the sugar you want, 


more fruits and vegetables, milk, 
eggs, cheese, meat, whole grain 
bread and butter. Instead of pie
